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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Figs. 1 
and 2 of Chen clearly show that pixel or dot region has a first alignment direction for a front alignment film portion of said pixel or dot and a 
second alignment direction for a back alignment film portion of said pixel or dot with no other alignment directions for said pixel or dot (col. 
5, lines 12-29). Meanwhile, the reference of McCartney teaches a method using UV light instead of rubbing to create the similar pixel or 
dot regions. McCartney further teaches that each individual pixel or dot may be separately oriented in any desired direction (col. 3, lines 1- 
37). Accordingly, it is obvious that four closely arranged pixel or dot regions (see Fig. 1) each may have two different alignment directions 
for the respective front and back alignment films and none of the four dot regions share two common alignment directions. Since both 
references meet all the limitations recited in the claims, the rejection is proper . 
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
